ISLAMABAD (AFP) - The gov- 
erament in Kabul is desperate for 
new recruits to replace Soviet sol- 
diers withdrawing from Afghani- 
stan, and men are increasingly being 
forced into the army, Western diplo- 
mats here said yesterday. 

Half the estimated 115,000 Soviet 
troops in Afghanistan have with- 
drawn and the regime, anticipating a 
rebel onslaught, “has become even 
more desperate for new recruits to 
take the place of departing Soviets,” 
the diplomats said. 

Increasing numbers of men in Ka- 
bul, ranging from teenagers to the 
elderly, are being taken off the 
streets and forced into the army, 
they said. Women are seen crowd- 
ing the induction centre m Khair 
Khana, scanning the draft lists to see 
if missing sons have “volunteered.” 

Last week, two diplomats were 
accosted in Kabul’s Chicken Street, 
mistaken for Afghans. The pair 
were told that if they could not pro- 
duce appropriate documents they 
would be inducted on the spot into 
the Afghan army. The diplomats 
showed their papers and were al- 
lowed to go by their questioners, 
who identified themselves as mem- 
bers of Parliament, the Islamabad 

Afghan President Najibullah has 
said 10,000 youths have been mobi- 
lized in Kabu! alone in the past two 
months. Many Afghans believe the 
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renewed conscription drive could 
spark a protest campaign. 

The government stepped up the 
drive after its declaration of a spe- 
cial security zone up to 40 km. 
around Kabul and because of the 
increased level of combat in many 
areas of the country, according to 
the diplomats. 

They said the mujahedeen contin- 
ue to fire rockets at military installa- 
tions in Kabul and the nearby east- 
em city of Jalalabad, while fighting 
has intensified in northern Kunduz, 
which for several days was held by 
rebels. Najibullah said his troops re- 
gained control of Kunduz Monday.

The paints could easily be used 
as cosmetics to-aid in disguise, and 
the wig, according to this version, 
was an obvious means of disguise 
that proved the suspect's guilt. So 
the artist was charged with frent to 
Strangle PLO men with the rope. 

The rumours also said that the 
suspect had reserved two suites in 
two other hotels -- the Hilton and 
the Mashtel -- for two other Mossad 
agents, and that the man’s two part- 
ners were Tunisian Jews. 

By the time these rumours 
reached the PLO leaders, their 
paranoia was at its height. The banal 
story of the artist plying his wares in 
an upper-class Tunis neighbourhood 
had assumed the terrifying propor- 
tions with which only the Middle 
Eastern imagination could endow it: 
The Israeli agents had planned to 
strangle not only Karia, but also 
Arafat himself. 

It was said that the “artist's” mis- 
sion had been to get inside Karia’s 
home to learn the layout and per- 
haps to photograph it with a minia- 
ture camera im preparation for 2 
planned Israeli break-in to strangle 
Arafat on his next visit to the house.

Home prices off in 2nd quarter

Prices of houses slipped 1.43% 
nationwide in the spring,-provision- 
al figures released Monday by the 
Central Bureau of Statistics show.

The price of a new home rose 
3.5% in the April-June quarter 
from the previous three-month pe-

The figures for home prices. 
which are updated quarterly, 
showed that prices had risen 12.4%, 
before adjusting for inflation, from 
April-June 1987.

1.3%. The average price nationwide 
for a home -- a figure that includes 
all houses from one to five rooms — 
‘was a provisional NIS 94,288 in the 
second quarter. 

Combined with the continued in- 
crease in the Building Inputs Index, 
which measures the cost of building, 
the figures come as more bad news 
for builders. The Building Inputs

Scitex had $5.4m. net in half

Scitex Corp. yesterday reported a 
net profit of $5.4 miltion or 49 cents 
per share for the first six months of 
the year, compared with a $7.4m., 
or 68 cents a share, loss in the same 
period last year.

Net profit for the second quarter 
alone came to $2.8m., a turnaround 
from the losses of $2.5m. registered 
in the corresponding period last 


year. 

Sales in the first half were up 29% 
to $90.8m., with the buik of them 
destined for the U.S., Western Eu- 


Tope and Japan. The company’s sec- 
ond-quarter sales totalled $47.4m., 
compared with $38.5m. in the same 
period last year. 


Scitex posted a loss for all of 1987, 
but bas run in the black this year. 

During the second quarter, the 
company launched a new PC-based 
graphic and pagination system 
called “Visionary.” Initial ship- 
ments are expected to begin this 
quarter. 


Last month, Scitex's three major 
shareholders exercised an option to 
exchange convertible bonds into 
$10m. worth of shares, The transac- 
tion, however, was not reflected in 
the company’s half-year results. The 
Option was given to the sharehold- 
ers, which include Clal Ltd. and 
TB Investments Ltd., after they 


bad injected $10m. of fresh funds 
into the company in 1986 and 1987, 
when Scitex was undergoing a re- 
covery programme. 

The company several months ago 
sold its pre-print systems to three 
large American newspapers - The 
Boston Globe, The Atlanta Journal, 
and The Rocky Mountain News. The 
total value of these deals was $3.6m. 

In May, Scitex sold for $1.5m. the 
distribution rights to its Quantum 
CAD/CAM phototooling system to 
a Japanese company. 

According to officials at Clal, Sci- 
tex is the only one of its subsidiaries 
to still be earning money on its ex- 
ports. Since most of its exports go to 
Europe and Japan, Scitex has not 
been as affected as other electronics 
firms by the weakening of the 
dollar.

War over freight rates 
cools for the moment

HAIFA - The cartel of shipping 
companies fighting outside compet- 
tion on Israel routes has agreed 10 
pat its weapons but not to cease 

Ὁ. 

But the principal outsider. Lon- 
don-based British Continental Ship- 
ping Ltd. (BCL), which is owned by 
former Zim executive Yehezkel Ar- 
kin, has vowed not to give up its 
fight to reduce rates and establish 
itself on the Israel-northwest Eu- 
rope and Britain lines. This week. 
Arkin escalated the hostilties with a 
new service between Israel and 
South Africa via the Suez Canal and 
is said to be planning an Israel-U.S. 
routes as well. 

Nevertheless, shipping sources 
yesterday predicted that he would 
eventually join the cartel, as other 
outsiders have done following cut- 
throat price wars. Two small Israeli 
companies stil! operating as outsid- 
ers are already reported to be in 
severe financial straits, they noted. 
BCL started its operation in Israel 
last March with three elderly and 
smallish ships, Americana, Brasi- 
liana and Africana, able to carry 200 
containers each, sailing between Is- 
rael, Bremen, Rotterdam, Antwerp 
and Felixtown. 

The Jerusalem Post \earned that 
BCL fared well with imports to Isra- 
el, sailing almost fully loaded, but 
far less well with exports due to 
heavy pressure and alleged “harass- 
ment” exerted by the cartel on Is- 
raeli exporters. 


The cartel -- whose members con- 
sider themselves more of ἃ club -- is 
comprised of Zim Navigation Ltd. 
and the foreign members of the 
shipping conferences on the routes 
and several smaller foreign firms, 
which joined the club though they 
are not conference members. 


In the past they imposed a 40% 
“non-contractor rate” surcharge on 
importers and exporters that did not 
ship exclusively with them, but 
shipped some of their cargoes with 
outsiders, as against “loyal” clients 
who ship with the cartel only and get 


contractor rates. Following pressure 
from the Shippers Council, which 
Tepresents the importers and ex- 
porters, the Transport Minister in- 
tervened and last December it was 
agreed that the surcharge would be 
halved to 20% on the direct routes 
and to 10% on ports not served by 
the outsiders. 

But shippers claimed that the car- 
tel's members had resorted to ha- 
rassment, refusing to accept 
cheques for even minor sums and 
delaying delivery of cargoes. 

This week, following an agree- 
ment with the Shippers Council, the 
petty harassment was officially end- 
ed, although the cartel did not admit 
any guilt. 

The council's secretary. Arye Ma- 
hutal, told The Post that while 
they “fully-supported”™ the shipping 
conference system of negotiated 
fixed freight rates and sailing sched- 
ules, which had proved itself over 
the past century, they also favoured 
“controlled competition™ such as 
provided by smaller outsiders to ¢n- 
courage conference companies to 
keep their prices down. 

The BCL is officially offering a 
20% reduction on the lowest confer- 
ence rates, which equals the club's 
surcharge, but unofficially is making 
further concessions to make it worth 
the shippers’ while to use its 
services. 

The first of two of the ships BCL 
put on the South Africa route ar- 
rived in this week in Eilat, and Zim 
informed the shippers that it would 
now introduce the “non-contractor 
rates” on the South Africa line too, 
with a 10% rate on cargoes going on 
from there to the Far East. The 
council is vigorously opposing the 
move, especially for Far East car- 
goes, which the BCL does not 
handle. 

Shipping sources noted that Zim's 
recovery and current good financial 
position was at least in part due to its 
overcoming the competition and 
coaxing them into the cartel several 
years ago, which turned Zim’s moo- 
ey-losing home lines into profitable 
routes again without the boat being 
seriously rocked again until the ad- 
vent of BCL in March.

Labour-dispute panel rules 


The Histadrut’s new committee 
for resolving labour disputes in com- 
panies owned by its Hevrat Ha’ov- 
dim holding company were an- 
nounced yesterday.

Egypt reduces oil prices

U.S. trade deficit now $12.5b. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The U.S. 
trade deficit suffered a major set- 
back in June. swelling to $12.5 bil- 
lion, the government said Tuesday. 
The figure followed three straight 
months of improvement and was far 
wider than forecast. 

The impact of the June deficit -a 
sharp 28.5% greater than the May 
imbalance of $9.8b. -- was far less 
adverse than expected, The dollar 
initially fell dramatically against all 
major Currencies in hectic trading, 
but within an hour recovered at least 
half of its lost ground. 

Likewise, stock prices were 
broadly lower at the opening of 
trading. After three hours of activi- 
ty, however, the Dow Jones Indus- 
trial Average had risen by more 
than 25 points (see New York Fi- 
nancial Markets for later prices). 
European share prices were by and 
large lower, 

“The initial reaction to the June 
trade figures was indigestion. but 
the more we chew on them, the 
better they taste.” said Jay Gol- 
dinger, chief economist at Capital 
Insight, a Los Angeles investment 


house. Goldinger said that the mar- 
kets realized that the one-month rise 
did not interrupt what should be a 
substantial improvement in trade 
for 1988. 

Analysis said the trade deficit has 
been a major blow to the dollar's 
stability this year and shows finan- 
cia) markets are still vulnerable to 
unexpected jolts from the monthly 
merchandise trade statistics. 

“The June trade figure is a big 
disappointment and the implications 
are very scary for nancial mar- 
kets,” said Allen Sinai. chief econo- 
mist for The Boston Co. financial 
firm. 

Sinai said that the trade figure 
would likely push the dollar lower, 
driving up the costs of imported 
goods and further intensifying infla- 
tionary pressures in the U.S.
